NORTHERN SPEAKERS IN SOUTHEEN 
STATES. 

Secretary SHERMAN is a busy man and 
may well ask to be excused for not ,taking 
an active part in the Louisiana canvass. 
But it is unfortunate, to say the least, that 
after denouncizig the South in Maine, Ohio, 
and New-York,'as a section in which Re- 
publicans are denied freedom of speech 
and fair play ina campaign, he is now un- 
der the necessity of declining the test which 
his own words invited.

VENETIAN OUTRAGES. 

It was Mr. GuapsTonr who: first _formu- 
lated in an eloquent pamphlet. the theory 
that itis the duty of Europe to seize on 
any Province that is notoriously badly 
governed, and to protect its-people from 
oppression. It is true that when he wrote 
his pamphlet he was dealing solely with 
Bulgaria, where outrages had been inflicted 
on the native Christians. If, however, these 
outrages. called: for the interference of 
Europe, a repetition of équally atrocious 
outrages by any other Government, whether 
Mohammedan; or Christian, “Tarkish or 
European, would demand a similar, inter- 
ference. This would be the logical result of 
the position maintained by Mr. GLapsTonz, 
and we may therefore expect “that the 
fruit of his recent visit’ to Venice will bea 
pamphlet describing the outrages which are 
now in progress in that’ city, and, demand- 
ing that Earope should take it out. of the 
possession of the Italian Government, and 
place it under the protection of a Bure:

Resident Physiciacs MacDonaup and Srerw, while, 
at the same time, securing the purpose Zor which the 
inquiry was eommenced. One of the difficulties to 
be encountered lay in the fact that a crusade, led by 
one of our so-called experts, had already been eom- 
mienced, and was being prosecuted with more yigor 
than regard for precision of statement or for the 
publie good. To prosecute a thorough and candid in- 
quiry without playing iato the hands of a self-in- 
terested combination, on the one hand, and without 
ovetlooking censurabie abuses, on the other, has been 
no easy matter. The board did the best thing that 
could be done under the circumstances. That is, dis- 
regarding the clamor of 4 clique of physicians who 
are radically opposed to everything in existingasylum
